193,804. 

This is 61.4 per cent of the 
total number of registered vot- 
ers in St. Louis, 315,437, the 
lowest number of potential 
voters in a general election 
since 1930. The total vote was 
slightly higher than had been 
expected by election officials, 
but was lower than the total 
vote at the last off-year elec- 
tion in 1954, when 225,953 bal- 
lots were cast.

T coniatiiie representing the stores and the teamsters’ union have been attempting to negotiate 
@ new contract for many weeks. Recently a Commissioner of the Federal Mediation and Concilia- 


tion Service has been presiding over the negotiations. 


O. October 31 the teamsters’ committee reached an agreement with the employers’ committee; 
covering ALL points under negotiation, including wages. The agreed upon conditions were ac- 
cepted by all employers; but in a meeting of the union members on November 1, the union mem- 
bership refused to support the agreement reached by their negotiating committee, and rejected 
that agreement. 


0. Sunday, November 2, the two negotiating committees met, at the request of the Federal Con- 
ciliator, and in a further effort to. avoid a strike, the employers’ improved their offer. The meeting 
ended with the understanding by both committees that there would not be a strike and that a 
union membership meeting would be called to consider the improved offer. Before a meeting was 


held, the strike took place. 


The employers involved cannot tell at this moment to what extent this work stoppage will affect 
the normal operation of their businesses but it seems probable that delivery of merchandise to 
their customers will be drastically curtailed. Subsequent announcements will keep the public in- 
formed of developments in this regrettable situation. .

What Alcoholics Are 


It was a source of considerable 
shock and bewilderment to us that 
your paper chose to present on 
ite front page a news story en- 
titled, “Alcoholics Just Grown-Up 

poiled Brats, Doctor Says.” To 

ur knowledge, this author, Ber- 
Yhard Gindes, is not an accepted 
uthority in this field, nor could 
we locate him even in the med- 
sical directories of his own state. 
‘he opinions quoted are counter 
currently aecepted medical and 
‘psychiatric thinking in this area. 
- Furthermore, his position that 
“alcoholics are grown-up spoiled 
brats” is negated in scientific 
tudies conducted by physicians, 
psychiatrists, psychologists and 
Sociologists in the field of alco- 
Nholism over the last two decades. 
'This research, in the words of the 
Alcoholism Subcommittee of the 
World Health Organization, has 
"established that alcoholism “is a 
"ehronic iliness, psychic, or so- 
‘matic or psychomatic, whieh man- 
*ifests itself as-a disorder of be- 
havior.” 


The treatment of alcoholism is 
‘A long term affair involving med- 
‘feal, psychiatric and social ther- 
apy. To suggest that hypnosis 
will provide a facile cure for al- 
coholism gives false hope to the 
gaa of the alcoholic as well as 
db himeelf. Recent scientific 
studies from reputable psychiatric 
“laboratories have shown hypnosis 
at most to be of transient and 
‘élight value in treating the alco- 
holic. This of course does not 
‘deny its value in other fields. 


% Statements such as Gindes's 
‘seriously hinder the community's 
uriderstanding of aleoholism as a 
‘mejor medical, economic and so- 
tial problem. Such an under- 
‘standing is desperately needed in 
Missouri in general and in St. 
Louis in particular. Latest esti- 
mmates show that Missouri ranks 
thirteenth in the nation in the 
,rate of alcoholism, with approx- 
simately 128,000 alcoholics in the 
“state, of whom 40,000 are located 
in St. Louis. 


Yet St. Louis remains the larg- 
est city in the nation without any 
special treatment facilities for 
the alcoholic and Missouri is one 
of the 10 remaining states which 
have no special program for the 
treatment and rehabilitation of 
alcoholics, 

Modern medicine has estab- 
lished that the aleoholic can be 
treated and the success of Alco- 
holies Anonymous indicates that 
former alcoholics can again be- 
come useful citizens. The alco- 
holie who is to be rehabilitated 
must live in an understanding en- 
vironment. If our community 
lacks understanding of this dis- 
ease and its victims, then the goal 
of complete rehabilitation can 
never be attained.

A Sweep and a Responsibility 


The magnitude of the Democratic gains in 
every part of the country makes Tuesday's 
election more than ordinarily deefsive. The 
exceptions to the Democratic trend, all the 
more strik ng in contrast, present a healthy 
warning to the Democratic leadership that 
mediocrity and complacency cannot win. The 
voters loudly and clearly voiced their dis- 
satisfaction with things as they are; and just 
as vividly expressed a demand not for any 
alternative but for a very much better one. 

There can be ho doubt that the election 
was an open repudiation of President Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Nixon as well as 
of the party. they led. The President had 
abandoned his above-the-battle posture and 
wholly identified himself with the Republican 
eause, thereby identifying himself with the 
smashing defeat. It can hardly be disputed 
that a major factor in the result was a Bt 
vatiye discontent with what has all too often 
been a vacuum of leadership in the White 
House. 

We would guess that, while local griev- 


ances, the recession, high taxes and farm un-~ 


rest. all play their part, the great discontent 
of 1958 focuses on the conduct of foreign pol- 
icy by John Foster Dulles. People are sick of 
brinks and brinkmanship, fed up with the 
cold war, anxious for peaceful settlements 
and relief from a steadily growing arms 
burden. 

That there is a strong demand for new 
léadership, new faces, new ideas going beyond 
the stale arguments of the past 10 years is 
amply demonstrated by Mr. Rockefeller’s de- 
feat of Gov. Harriman in New York. But any 
notion that the voters will accept “any Dem- 
ocrat” in 1960 was strikingly rejected in Penn- 
Sylvania with the victory of capable Dayid 


Lawrence for governor and the defeat of ' 


colorless Gov. Leader for the Senate. 

The Democrats inherit with their national 
victory an extraordinary responsibility, and 
how they meet it will determine the people’s 
attitude toward them in 1960. Their man- 
date is to fill a vacuum, to produce vigorous 
and constructive leadership, to generate 
ideas, to grapple with the awesome realities 
of an insecure world. 

It would be unfortunate if the Democrats 
focused al] their energies on the 1960 con- 
test; for the nation needs leadership and 
ideas now. Nobody can be happy over the 
prospect that during Mr. Eisenhower's last 
two years in office the nation could get even 
less leadership from the White House than 
it has had during the past two years. It is 
up to the Democrats to help avert a period 
of drift as far as they can. We hope the 
President will abandon. a partisanship that 
comes so unnaturally to him and work with 
the Democrats to this end. 


The Diminishing South 


Missouri both joined in and resisted af one 
point the national Democratic tide for seats 
in Congress. Senator Symington swept to 
his merited second-term victory with an over- 
whelming personal testimonial vote compar- 
able to that won by Senator Kennedy in 
Massachusetts. Only Repiblican Representa- 
tive Curtis of Webster Groves survived the 
Democratic outpouring in Missouri and he 
did it through widespread splitting of ballots 
in South St. Louis and St. Louis county. He, 
too, merited return on balance. He will do 
well to reflect now that his close race in- 
dicates popular dissatisfaction with his 
favorable vote on the natural gas grab and 
other issues on which he did not represent 
the best interests of his constituents. 


There will be many consequences of the 
Democratic upsurge from the party’s present 
hairline edge of 49 to 47 in the Senate. With 
a gain of at least 13 Senate seats the Dem- 
ocratic strength mushrooms to 62, the biggest 
majority since New Deal days. 

A very first result will be a sharp decline 
in the Southern influence in the Democratic 
party. Those skilled brokers of votes, Speaker 
Rayburn and Majority Leader Johnson—the 
Texas masters of the Eighty-fifth Congress— 
will be in no position to count noses down to 
the last man, as they have been, in recent 
years. With reactionary Republicans such as 
Knowland, Bricker, Jenner, Malone, Rever- 
comb, Potter and Martin of Pennsylvania out 
of the Senate, the Eastlands and Thurmonds 
and Talmadges will be able to muster far 
fewer votes when they attempt to produce 
the Dixiecrat-Old Guard Republican road-. 
blocks of the past. 

Undoubtedly the prospect of a change in 
the Senate debate limitation rule, which now 
favors the filibusterers, is greatly enhanced. 
The hand of the Paul Douglases on this ur 
gent issue is much strengthened by the new 
Democratic Senators from North and West. 

The effect on congressional committees 
will .be tremendous. The present 8-to-7 divi 
sion of 15-member standing committees in 
the Senate will be widened to either 9 to 6 
or 10 to 5 Democratic. This means that com-

In the States 


As it affected the governorship races, the 
Democratic sweep turned up numerous sur- 
prises, engulfed some presidential ambitions 
and encouraged others. 

In California, Attorney General Edmund 
G. (Pat) Brown not only ended Senator 
Knowland’s political career but made 


a figure to be reckoned with in national Dem- 


ocratic councils, The result is a striking de- 
feat for the Republican extreme right wing 
and its anti-labor orientation. 

The most startling reversal of the Dem- 
ocratic tide was in New York. There Repub- 
‘lican Nelson Rockefeller, in his first turn at 
politics, ran a half-million votes ahead of 
Gov. Averell Harriman. In this contest’ be- 
tween millionaires, the presidential aspira- 
tions of one wére smothered, of the other ad- 
vanced. To some degree, at least, the seem- 

y popular Governor was handicapped by 
? Tammany-dictated senatorial running mate, 
put on the ticket at the insistence of New 
York boss Carmine De Sapio. New York in- 
dicates that even in a Democratic year, the 
party label is not enough to assure success 
to a machine ticket. ‘ 

Over all, the Democratic tide swept over 
26 of the 33 state executive mansions which 
were contested. It upset Republicans ‘in Ohio, 
Wisconsin, South Dakota, Wyoming and ap- 
parently Nebraska. The Democrats broke 
precedent by reelecting their Governor in 
Kansas, and retained control in Michigan, 
Iowa and-Minnesota. Thus they stormed the 
fradjtional Republican strongholds of . the 
Middle West. 


One-Party St. Louis 


The Democratic sweep extended to every 
major office in St. Louis and St. Louis county, 

The only Republicans now holding elective 
office within the city limits are four of the 
28 ward aldermen. St. Louis has taken on 
a one-party coloration that is hardly com- 
patible with the healthiest working of the 
democratic process. 


In St. Louis county, although the Dem- : 


ocrats won every county-wide office at stake, 
Republicans managed to hang on to a hand- 
ful of district offices. James H. J. McNary’s 
narrow victory over A, Clifford Jones gives 
the Democrats their first Supervisor since 
adoption of the home rule Charter in 1960. 

The Democrats also. will control the Coun- 
cil for the first time. This will provide 
Mr. McNary with the means, if he chooses 
to employ it, of carrying out a vigorous plan 
for improving county government and for 
strengthening its relationships with the mu- 
nicipalities. 

The eight proposed City Charter amend- 
ments, submitted largely on the strength of 
the AFL-CIO’s determination to revise the 
municipal merit system more to its liking, 
were a curious mixture of the innocuous, the 
important and the dangerous. Labor’s stra- 
tegy was to sell the whole package; but St. 
Louisans discriminately refused to buy. 


Four amendments designed to break up 
the unwieldy Department of Public Welfare 
gained the necessary three-fifths majority, 
and this was a gain for sound administration. 
Three others, each involving larger pub- 
lic expenditures to some extent, were de- 
feated.

defeat was deserved. Failure of the proposal 
to lift the $10,000 city salary ceiling means 
the city will continue to have great difficulty 
filling its top technical posts, especially in 
the health, hospital and engineering fields. 


The Missouri Amendments 


Missouri by constitutional amendment 
strengthened its state auditor's office by re- 
lieving that official of pre-auditing and allow- 
ing him to concentrate on post-auditing state 
accounts in conformity with modern prac- 
tices. A fairer deal was given new residents 
by another constitutional amendment per- 
mitting them to vote for President and 
Vice President after 60 days’ residence in 
the state, instead of having to wait a year; 
a significant improvement in this age of mo- 
bile populations. The defeat of branch bank- 
ing will, we think, want to be re-examined by 
Missourians, since branch banking conforms 
to the need of these times of “exploding 
cities”. and growing suburban communities, 


by enabling banks to follow their customers... 


Right-to- Work | 


The anti-union shop campaign, pushed be- 
fore voters in a year.of disclosures of labor 
abuses, nevertheless received a smashing set- 
back. Only the farm state of Kansas, among 
six voting on the issue, accepted a “right-to- 
work” measure despite the victory of a gove 
ernor opposed to it. Such legislation was 
overwhelmed in industrial California and 
Ohio. It is an attempt to rewrite the rules 
of collective bargaining. It assures nobody's 
right to work. Clearly most of the voters 
saw through it. 


Ballots With Bloodshed 


The authoritarian brand of certainty which 
marked Cuba's national election produces 
very little certainty of the future. 
Fulgencio Batista’s hand-picked successor, for- 
mer Premier Andres Rivero Aguero, won the 
prestaency as expected. This assures that 

atista will remain the Strong Man, and that 
Fidel Castro's rebellion wi!l continue in the 
Oriente mountains, and no real return to civil 
peace is yet in sight. ' 

Cubans voted amid a suspension of consti- 
tutional rights, censorship, threats from the 
rebels and occasional bloodshed. The Gov- 
ernment desired a heavy turn-out at the polls; 
the rebels killed eight candidates. Inevitably 
voting was lighter than usual, but the Gov- 
ernment predicts that 65 per cent of the eli- 
gible voters actually went to the polls. That 
would be a better record than in any United 
States election. 

Even discounting official reports of Rivero 
Aguero’s 5-to-1 lead over the nearest of his 
three opponents, it may well be that most 
Cubans voted for him. Cuba is prosperous, 
the opposition is seriously divided, the rebels

Toll Roads Take Their Last Turn 


Federal Road Program, Coolness of Bond Underwriters, Lead to End

Public Opinion 


Two factors combined to end the 
growth of new turnpikes and to give 
the older ones a longer and tougher 
uphill haul to prosperity. One is the 
advent of the 41,000-mile federal 
highway system; the prospect of toll- 
free superhighways made toll roads 
look less desirable, The other is the 
coolness of Wall Street bond under- 
writers. 

The New York Thruway easily got 
its financing for the New England 
section and its Berkshire connectors 
with the Massachusetts Turnpike, be- 
cause a portion of ifs bonds are 
backed by the state’s credit, unlike 
the bonds of many other pikes. 
Besides, the Thruway is rated as at 
least moderately successful. But 
roads that depend wholly on their 
revenues for the payment of bond 
interest and principal are less in 
Wall Street's favor, thanks to the 
occasionally spectacular difficulties 
of a few pikes. 

In the long run, bond analysts say, 
most toll roads will earn enough td 
pay the interest and retire their 
bonds, but bondholders will mean- 
while be’ on pins and needles.

A Double Desecration 


Nothing is more sickening about 
the latest outrage against a Jewish 
temple in the South than the indi- 
cation that the diseased minds re- 
sponsible for or approving of such 


clear that traffic would qhickly clog 
the nation’s highway system unless 
something drastic was done. The 
quickest way of financing super- 
highways, it was felt, was by sale 
of bonds backed by toll revenues 
and, in some cases, the state’s credit. 


The Pennsylvania (built largely be- 
fore the war) and New Jersey Turn- 
pikes were an immediate success, 
with traffic and revenue far sur- 
passing engineers’ estimate. But the 
law of diminishing returns began to 
operate as more projects were 
launched and completed. Traffic and 
revenue began to fall below the 
predicted levels. 


The reasons were many. In some 
cases, feeder roads and connections 
were delayed. In all cases, construc- 
tion costs shot far above even the 
most liberal estimates. In other cases, 
truckers shunned the new pikes, and 
their comparatively heavy tolls had 
been counted upon to make the 
roads pay. 

An example of unforeseen main- 
tenance costs and toll losses can be 
seen in the Massachusetts Turnpike, 
123 miles long and open little more 
than a year. Last winter’s severe 
weather cost the road about $800,000 
in combined loss of revenue and ad- 
ditional. operating expenses. 


So far, this pike has earned only 
about 54 per cent of its estimated 
revenues. It needs another 14-mile 
section to tap its full potential, but 
financing is already in doubt. 

The final blow to the toll roads’ 
expansion came from the federal 
highway program, in which the 
United States pays 90 per cent of 
the cost, the states only 10 per cent. 
However, you can find turnpike en- 
thugiasts who predict that “when 
the states realize that this is a 13- 
year program that will stretch out to 
20 years or more, they'll wake u 
and take another look at the toll 
roads.” 

Most turnpike experts are now 
concerned more with the problems 


of present roads than with the pos- 
sibilities of new ones. One object 
of their concern is the new Calumet 
Skyway toll bridge, a short bridge- 
highway that links Chicago with the 
Northern Indiana Toll Road. 


The Skyway seemed as sure of suc- 
cess as a toll road could be—it was 
in the heart of Chicago and offered 
a clear alternative to the congestion 
of city streets. Most of it opened 
April 16, with the rest on July 1. 
Average revenues for the first 19 
weeks, however, came to only $48,000 
a week—interest, 
operating, and 
maintenance 
charges amount to 
$75,000. Skyway 
bonds, which first 
were offered at 


to around 70 per 
cent. 

Now the engi- 
neers are back 
studying the Sky- 
way. trying to 
learn how to per- 
suade motorists to 
use it, Toll rates 
for truckers and 
commuters are being restudied, a 
credit system for regular users is 
being considered, and more “trajl- 
blazer” signs are being put up along 
the approaches. 


Even the moderately successful 
New York Thruway is making con- 
cessions. Last month, it announced 
elimination of extra fees levied on 
truckers for “overdimensional” loads 
—longer, wider, or higher than spe- 
cified limits. These truckers 
to have to get a special hauling per- 
mit, pay an extra $10 a trip, and pay 
a penalty of 1 or 2 cents per mile for 
each foot of excess dimension. - Last 
year, the Thruway collected $48,141 
from 1522 special hauling permits. 
Now that the policy has been liber- 
alized, one trucker alone promised 
to haul 300 additional ipments 
over the road this year.

The deer should be hung on 
the camp scaffold and cooled 
out several hours before it is 
finally transported to the locker 
plant. Many sportsmen like to 
display their kill and place the 
carcass on the car fender. The 
heat of the engine will often 
deteriorate. the quality of the 
meat if it is transported any 
distance. The car trunk 
will protect the animal 


from dust and heat and is 
the most desirable method of 


transportation. 

Aging by Refrigeration. 

Good prime beef is aged for 
a lengthy period to bring out 
its best qualities. Venison 
should be given the same treat- 
ment. Two weeks in a cold 
storage plant where the animal 
is kept at a temperature suf- 
ficient to prevent spoilage, but 
not cold enough to freeze the 
carcass, is essential for the 
best results. It should never be 
quick-frozen when any of the 
body heat remains The frozen 
food locker then will cut the 
carcass into roasts, steaks, 
chops, and other portions. After

The Temple wall is being repaired. Two 
carpenters slide putty between window panes-and 
frames. Rabbi Rothschild sits in his study and 
shakes his head. “Why didn’t they paint the frames 
before they put them in? Now Ill never get 
the windows open.” 


The damage was estimated at $200,000. It was an 
hysterical estimate. The side porch, the office, the up- 
stairs ladies’ lounge, the auditorftum, shouldn’t cost more 
than $30,000 to repair. The big windows with the blue 
giass will cost something extra. 

Five men are in-jail. I talked to them. One is a cripple 
who drags his foot; two seem to me to be effeminate; 
a fourth got his bigotry from his lovely mother; the fifth 
doesn’t like anybody. The best one can hope is that the 
police have the right men. 

The Atlanta Police Department did nothing to help 
me. I’ve covered stories in many parts of the world, 
but I have never encountered such courteous rejection. 
Capt. Little, for example, has conducted the investigation 
since the bombing. I phoned him three times. Not only 
could I not see him; I didn’t even get a call-back. 

His boss, Superintendent of\ Detectives Glyn Cowan, 
made an appointment with me at police headquarters. He 
didn’t keep it. His secretary said that Cowan was sorry; 
he had just left on an important case. I studied the news- 
papers that afternoon and the following morning. I saw 
no important case mentioned. 

I stopped in to see Chief Jenkins. He had just left for 
Miami. I stopped in to see Sheriff Grimes. He said 
ain't nobody gonna see those boys in jail. I pointed out 
that the police had admitted Southern newspaper men 
to see them. The sheriff phoned to check. Yes, he said, 
there were some newspaper men in to see the five prisoners, 
but the police had requested him to keep me out.

He didn’t know why. They gave no reason. 
“T gotta live with those people,” he said. “I wanna 
help you too, but you can’t see those boys.” I saw 
the defense attorney, Essley Burdine. He said he 
would sue out a writ in court for me if the sheriff 
turned me down. I told this to Mr. Grimes. He 
said all right, that I could see those five boys. 


I saw them. They are in separate cell blocks. On 
the wall on each floor was a new notice from the sheriff, 
announcing that, of the 480 prisoners in the jail, these 
five are to have no visitors except their attorneys and 
families. 

Last, I wanted to talk to Mrs. Abe Shurgin, executive 
secretary of the Temple. When I arrived for the appoint- 
ment, she said that she was sorry, but that I could not 
quote her. I asked why. She said that she had orders 
from the Temple president, William Schwartz Jr. I said 
that I could not agree to such restrictions, nor could I 
believe that anyone would issue such an order. 

She got Mr. Schwartz on the phone. I spoke to him. 
He said that not only could I not quote Mrs. Shurgin, but 
further I couldn’t even quote the conversation I was 
having with him. “If you do not agree to this,” he said, 
“there is nothing we have to say to you.” 

Later I sat with the rabbi. He is a big man, intel- 
lectually. He said he was sorry for what happened. He 
also said he hoped that the five men are not put to death 
for the bombing.

IN JULY, 1953, I inter- 
viewed Josip (Tito) Broz of Yu- 
goslavia at his summer resi- 
dence on the island of Brioni. 
As I entered his study, a young- 
looking man came across the 
room to greet me. For a few 
moments I could not believe 
this was President Tito because 
he seemed far too youthful. 

It was only after he had 
greeted me warmly and I had 
seated myself on a sofa beside 
him that I was able to observe 
that his hair was graying and 
that there were deep lines of 
experience in his_ strongly 
molded face. He has great 
charm and a strong personal- 
ity. His jaw juts out and he 
speaks in the manner of a man 
who gives orders and expects 
them to be obeyed. But he 
demonstrated a good sense of 
humor, he was certainly very 
pleasant to me and, most im- 
portant perhaps, he conveyed 
the impression of speaking 
frankly and honestly. 

He talked much about his 
vineyard and showed a keen 
love of the land. He was at 
times almost boyish, as if he 
were enjoying his holiday from 
affairs of state and later he 
romped enthusiastically with 
his big shepherd dog. That 
morning, however, he talked 
seriously for nearly three 


hours. He smoked feverishly 
but answered all my questions. 

After luncheon we went for 
a walk to inspect the vineyards 
and to visit his small stone 
cottage where 
tested.

THE SIGNING of a lucrative 
oil deal the other day gave a 
backstage peek at how movie 
stars, notably John Wayne and 
Fred MacMurray, get so rich. 

Wayne, MacMurray, director 
Frank Borzage and their busi- 
ness manager Bo Roos Sr., 
signed a leasing arrangement 
with Signal Oil Co. for 104 
acres of land on what a Cali- 
fornia geological survey once 
called the largest undeveloped 
oil basin in this oil rich state. 

The quartet doesn’t own the 
land. They risked only $150,000 
in down payments for the acre- 
age during the wer years and 
grossed $1,300,000 in later sales. 
They kept the oil rights, how- 
ever. 

Signal Oil, which confirmed 
the deal, will pay the four

The 104 acres are part of a 
basin that is productng.

Leisure in Our Future 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5. 

A COUPLE OF WEEKS AGO there was a very 
significant story in the newspapers about the crew of 
the submarine Seawolf and how they used their.leisure 
time when their ship was submerged for a couple of 
months and cut off from the rest of the world. 

For them. of course, this was a very particular and 
peculiar situation. But as was pointed out in the article 
this question of leisure time is one that is going to 
affect thousands of persons, perhaps our industrial workers 
more than anyone else, because as automation goes on 
we are going to produce more machine-made things 
in less and less time. 

If the use of leisure time is confined to looking 
at TV for a few extra hours every day, we will deteriorate 
as a people. 


I do not know how much thought industrial 
leaders in this country are giving to this question, 
but labor leaders are thinking of it seriously. 
Back of nearly all the educational work of many 
labor unions lies this problem of awakening the 
worker to new avenues of interest that will be 
intellectually stimulating and creatively satisfying. 


Already many industrial workers perform one par- 
ticular bit of a task over and over again and never get 
the satisfaction of producing something that can be seen 
growing from start to finish. The old-fashioned craftsman 
had the joy of creation. The new industrial worker has 
little or none of that satisfaction, so he must find it 
elsewhere. . - 


Actually, preparation for the use of leisure time 
should begin with our school children. The appreciation 
of many things in which we are not proficient ourselves 
but which we have learned to enjoy is one of the im- 
portant things to cultivate in modern education. 
arts in every field—music, drama, sculpture, painting— 
we can learn to appreciate and enjoy. We need not 
be artists, but we should be able to appreciate the work 
of artists. Crafts of every kind, the value of things 
made by hand, by skilled people who love to work with 
wood.or clay or stone will develop taste in our people. 


These are all things that can give us joy and 
many of us will find that we are capable of ac- 
quiring a certain amount of skill we never dreamed 
we had, which will give an outlet to a creative 
urge. But these things must be taught, and in 
the age now developing about us they are im- 
portant things. For if man is to be liberated 
te enjoy more leisure, he must also be prepared 
te enjoy this leisure fully and creatively. 


For people to have more time to read, to take part 
in their civic obligations, to know more about how their 


government functions and who their officials are might 


mean in a democracy a great improvement in the demo- 
cratic processes. Let's begin, then, to think how we can 
prepare old and young for these new opportunities. Let's 
not wait until they come upon us suddenly and we have 
a crisis that we will be ill-prepared to meet.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5 

BENNY GOODMAN took off 
with a new band the other day 
fora series of high class gigs, 
or @encert dates, in 22 cities 
around the country. 

The old King of Swing was 
elated. Reports on advance 
sales indicated that band busi- 
ness is far from dead and that 
Benny's fans are still faithful. 

Due in St. Louis for a con- 
cert in Kiel Auditorium at 
8 p.m., Nov. 9, the “Charle- 
magne of the Clarinet” was 
looking forward to visiting the 
city again. 

Just a few months past his 
forty-ninth birthday, Benny 
Goodman has had a career 
which has risen from one peak 
to another during his years in 
the music business. He has 
also floundered around in a 
few goldrums. His most flour- 
ishing years ranged from the 
mid-1920s through the early 
40s. That was the Swing Era 
in which Benny reigned su- 
preme as the world’s foremost 
jazz clarinetist. 

Then Benny changed his 
tune, He made himself a class- 
ical clarinet player. He was 
praised by Leopold Stokowski 
and played with the Budapest 
String Quartet and violinist 
Joseph Szigeti. He even turned 
teacher, gave a course at Juil- 
liard School of Music and ap- 
peared with the best symphony 
orchestras around the country. 

Two years ago the movies 
made a film of his remarkable 
life — something that usually 
doesn’t’ happen to a celebrity 
until long after rigor mortis 
has set in. 

Benny's present swing 
around the country with a new 
orchestra composed of some 
of the nation’s top jazz artists 
follows his summer success at 
the Brussels World’s Fair. The 
King of Swing, his orchestra 
and the famous Trio, Quartet 
and Sextet played a week of 
jazz concerts at the fair after 
a personal appearance tour of 
principal European cities. His 
records for Columbia made at 
the fair titled “Benny in Brus- 
sels” have just been released. 

“The whole experience was 
delightful,” Benny smiled in his 
reserved way as he puffed con- 
tentedly on a pipe. “We played 
18 cities in 21 days in addition 
to the week at the fair. It's 
sort of nice, feeling that you're 
an ambassador of good will.” 

The role of goodwill diplo- 
mat was not new to Benny. In 
late 1956, he and his orchestra 
made a highly successful tour 
of the Far East under the joint 
auspices of the United States 
State Department and _ the 
American National Theater and 
Academy. Highlight of the 
trip was when Benny and 
Thailand’s King Phumipol Ad- 
uljej joined in woodwind jam 
sessions in the ancient Amporn 
Palace in Bangkok. 

“Everywhere we went we 
found great interest in and un- 
derstanding of American pop- 
ular music,” he _ explained. 

The saga of Benjamio David 
Goodman’s success is in the 
best American tradition. His 
parents were both immigrants. 
His father came from Warsaw 
and his mother from Kovno, 
where she had to go to work 
at the age of eight. In Chi- 
cago where the family settled, 
Goodman senior worked 12 to 
14 hours a day as a-tailor to 
support his 11 children. 

Because a neighbor family 
seemed to be making out well, 
sending the children to high 
school and letting them earn 
extra money by playing: music, 
papa Goodman decided that his 
children, too, should have the 
chance to escape from poverty 
and drudgery. He took three 
of his sons to a nearby syna- 
gogue that lent musical instru- 
ments to children. Benny drew 
a clarinet.

After only two years of study 
with a Chicago teacher; Benny 
made his professional debut in 
a theater doing an imitation of 
Ted Lewis. On his own he 
pursued a constant, determined 
study of the clarinet which en- 
abled him to become a quali- 
fied professional musician at 
14 aboard a Lake Michigan ex- 
cursion steamer. At 16, he was 
a featured soloist with Ben 
Pollack’s band and at 26 a 
world-renowned figure. 

It was in 1935 that Benny 
and his band opened at the 
Palomar Ballroom in Los An- 
geles and overnight began what 
was to become the Swing Era. 
The manager wanted to cancel 
Benny because his band didn’t 
play waltzes, but the crowd 
loved “swing.” They thronged 
around the bandstand, listening 
instead of dancing, and from 
that moment on the Benny 
Goodman orchestra, it seemed, 
could do no wrong. 

Soon Benny was King of 
Swing, earning a king’s ransom 
for every performance. Extra 
police had to be stationed out- 
side New York’s Paramount 
Theater and other’ theaters 
where the band played to keep 
customers in line. Inside the 
theaters, swooning, screaming 
fans danced in the aisles and 
up on the stage. 

On Jan. 16, 1938, Goodman 
and his band made history with 
a jazz concert in Carnegie Hall. 
Private recordings of the con- 
cert were found in 1951 and 
released in an album of two 12- 
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_ Lean now and considerably 


inch LP records. To date the 
album has grossed well over 
$1,000,000. 

During the 1940s Benny be- 
gan a series of appearances and 
recordings in the _ classical 
field. He recorded, for Colum- 
bia, a work entitled “Contrasts” 
which he had. commissioned 
from Bela Bartok. He commis- 
sioned clarinet concertos from 
Aaron Copland and Paul Hinde- 
muth and played them with 
leading symphony orchestras 
around the country. 


Benny has continued to pre- 
sent big bands and small groups 
and to make frequent concert 
appearances, both classical and 
jazz, since 1945. 


Today, though, he 
much of his time at his Con- 
necticut home with his fam- 
ily.
